Business Interests Impressed 


by Necessity for 
Pre- 


parations Now

Washington—A surprising number 


of inquiries arc being received here 
from businessmen 
throughout 
the 


country asking for a line on the true 
political strength of Calvin Coolidge. 


The fact that inquiries are made :s 


not unusual, for in the last ten years 
the relationship of the business situ- 
ation to the political problems of the 
hour have been marked by a great 
deal of curiosity as lo the effect of one 
on the other. 


But to the average Washingtonian 


there is significance in the rise or fall 
of political interest on the part of Un- 
people outside of the national capital. 
Nearly twelve months must ensue be- 
fore the two major political parties 
nominate their candidates, yet the in- 
terest judging by letters received is as 
great as if the conventions were a few 
months off. 
WASHINGTON BUSINESS CENTER 


To understand 
why 
inquiries are 


made one must bear in mind that 
Washington is the .headquarters for 
dozens of national 
associations 
and 


trade bodies. Many of these institu- 
tions are interested 
in the trend of 


legislation as it might 
affect 
their 


business and others are interested in 
the possibilities of a political turn- 
over and its general effect 
on 192S 


business. The importance of planning 
ahead in American industry has been 
gradually impressing itself on Ameri- 
can businessmen and the fact that 
they want to size up the situation in 
politics twelve months ahead if pos- 
sible is a sign that they are thinking 
of what the effects of the presidential 
campaign may be. 


Generall speaking, the interest that 


has been aroused has been due to the 
fact that the third term issue has been 
raised and because prohibition is stir- 
ring up so much attention in the east- 
ern states. The agricultural discontent 
has of course been considered a fac- 
tor but not until 
former 
Governor 


Lowden of Illinois made a speech in 
the east did men begin to take seri- 
ously the idea that opposition to Mr. 
Coolidge was really going to manifest 
itself. 


CANVASS AUTHORITIES 


In other 
words, tho answer to 


•whether the third term issue is going 
to be a barrier and whether Mr. Low- 
den or anybody else can benefit by the 
discontent of 
certain 
agricultural 


groups is to be found only by canvass- 
ing the political leaders, the national 
committecmcn and committee women 
who arc presumably in touch with pub- 
lic sentiment. 


The question really amounts to an 


appraisal of Mr. Coolidgc's strength 
not with the country—for the conven- 
tions have not yet been held—but with 
his own political party. His party, on 
the other hand, will want to determine 
if possible what is his strength with 
the country. The probabilities are that 
a test of Mr. Coolidgc's hold on the 
Republican party if made today would 
reveal a majority in his favor for re- 
nomination. There is beginning, how- 
ever, to be manifested some uneasiness 
and uncertainty on the part of those 
businessmen interested 
in his reten- 


tion in office as to whether such pre- 
dictions arc wishes that arc father *o 
the thought or whether they really arc 
an accurate- 
reflection on how the 


party leaders feel. At present writing 
*.Mr. Coolidge would he rcnominated. 
Lrots of things can happen in the nc.\! 
few months—and evidently the inquir- 
ers arc" beginning to wonder if they 
can separate possibilities from proba- 
bilities. The true anj-wcr is not in 
Washinston hut outside where public 
sentiment in polities' is- really formed.

John D. Rockefeller Still Cen 


tral Figure in Wall

New York—(XP)—-John D. Rockcfel 


ler, reputedly still the ruler of the 
destines of the Standard Oil Co., am 
a central figure in one of Wall Street's 
greatest 
struggles 
of the last 


months, was SS years old Friday. 


In extraordinary good health, the 


man long known as "the richest man 
in the world" decided to make his 
birthday on his estate at Pocantico 
Hills. X. Y.. follow his usual daily pro 
giam with only slight deviation. 


Work and golf in the morning, a 


drive in his automobile through the 
"West Chester hills in the afternoon 
followed by an early dinner with his 
family and a few friends, was the 
announced course for the day. Omis- 
sion of a brass band and other feat- 
ures that once foimed part of the cel- 
ebration was explained as due to de- 
s:re to spare the magnate unneces- 
sary fatigue. 


When kerosene, the original source 


of the Rockefeller fortune, ceased to 
bo used 
as a common 
illummant 


Rockefeller's income continued to in 
crease even more rapidly through the 
increased sale of gasoline. 


Twenty-five years ago he "retired" 


from business. Yet last October, bank- 
ers and directors of the Standard Oi 
Co., 
dropped their proposal favoring 


retirement 
of the preferred 
stock 


through sale of additional 
common 


stock at $25 a share when Mr. Rocke- 
feller frowned upon it. The oil king's 
name loomed large early this year 
in the stock exchange struggle for 
contiol of the Wheeling and Lake 
Erie and Western Maryland railroads. 
Mr. Rockefeller is regarded as exhib- 
iting typical shrewdness in holding his 
stock exchange scat. 
He bought it 


for $25,000 -54 years^ago. 
It is now 


worth approximately $220,000 or more 
and saves him hundreds of thousands 
of dollars annually in commissions: 


Excepting Sundays, he plays golf 


each day in the year, in the winter 
at Ormond Beach. Fla.. and in sum- 
mer at his estate at Pocantico hills. 


At one time Mr. Rockefeller's diet 


was restricted but 
during the last 


year it was explained that due to his 
excellent health he now cats what he 
wants.

STILL UNSETTLED 


English Lord Declares Cri- 


sis 
Is 
Becoming 
More 


Acute 


Genera —W)— That the crisis in 


the tripartite naval conference is far 
from healed and-not only" continues 
but has become more acute, was incii- 
cated by a statement issued to the 
press this 
afternoon 
by W. C. 


Bridgeman, first lord of the British 
admiralty. 


Without naming the United States, 


Mr, Bridgeman hinted broadlv that 
maintenance of large sized warships 
might be construed as aggressive IE- 
ther than defensive. 


The fiist lord declared it was Im- 


possible to arrive at a low total ton- 
nage if the maximum tonnage in each 
type of warship was to be pushed up 
into types that 
became aggressive 


weapons. 


Arguing that the British proposals 


were based entirely on a desire to 
give Great Britain 
proper 
security 


and defense, he said: 


"The more that is understood, the 


more will be the hope of getting an 
agreement." 


Mr. Bridgeman declared that Great 


Britain had not favored the 10 000 
ton "offensive cruisers" when these 
were authorized at the Washington 
conference of 1922 and that she only 
has them now because she was oblig- 
ed to build some in sclf-protectio.i. 


Hence it was not Great 
Britain's 


fault if her total tonnage was high, 
he said, as "it has been forced upon 
us." 


Mr. Bridccman's statement 
was 


taken as a reply to the insistence of 
the American delegation upon the 
right of the United-States to main- 
tain cruisers of the 10.000 ton class.

to Europe for six weeks. The retire- 
ment of 
the Mexican 
ambassador 


comes at an admittedly critical time 
in the relations between this country 
and Mexico. 
The southern icpubhc 


has recently instituted in "extreme" 
form the application of its oil laws, 
it is understood here and there is 
some concern over this development 
i:> the administration. 


Gi\-ing no 
reason for his retire- 


ment, Mr. Sheffield likewise declined 
to comment on Mexican relations. It 
was said that his resignation had been 
agreed upon a year ago when the am- 
bassador returned to his post against 
his wishes but upon the request of the 
president. 


The ambassador did state that he 


had not been recalled from Mexico 
because of the recent developments 
there in 
relation to the oil 
laws, 


which it was clear he was concerned 
over. He iaid he came back to at- 
tend the 
Yale commencement last 


month. 


However, because-^ of, his "indefinite 


plans for the future and because of 
the lack of any announcement by the 
piesident there were indications that 
the Mexican post might go unfilled 
for a while. It, seemed apparent that 
Mr. Coolidge would accept the resig- 
nation of Mr. Sheffield in view of the 
agreement made with him a year ago 


Mr. Sheffield said he needed a rest. 
Taking his post in the fall of 1024. 


Mr. Sheffield ha*, had a troublesome 
job while this government disputed 
the oil and land laws of Mexico. 


There were indications later at the 


executive offices that 
Mr. Coolidge 


would make public a letter to the 
ambassador in which he would set 
forth his views on the Mexican situa- 
tion.

APPLETON CIVIC COUNCIL 


The Appleton Civic council organized 


a few months ago largely through tli2 in- 
strumentality of the American legion ap- 
parently is meeting a very definite need 
here. Its primary purpose is to coordinate 
the more or less scattered efforts of the 
large number of civic and quasi-civic or- 
ganizations in Appleton and direct their 
efforts into channels where they will be 
felt. Appleton has a host of organizations 
with worthy motives and ideals but their 
efforts have been sporadic and scattering 
with the result they did not accomplish 
results commensurate with the labor and 
time given to them. The civic council has 
given direction to these energies and is 
making itself felt in a very material way.

dren are under supervision and kept out 
of danger. Directed play had been under 
consideration here for many months by 
several organizations but because there 
was no coordination nothing was done. 
It remained for the civic council to take 
over the plans and the ambitions of its 
constituent organizations and bring about 
a realization of a dream. 


But supervised playgrounds, strictly 


speaking, should be public service rather 
than private venture. 
The civic council 


has pioneered the work, put it on its feet 
as' it were, and now that the system is 
working smoothly and is practically past 
the experimental stage it should be taken, 
over by-the city. In the few weeks the 
pIa3'gTounds have been in existence they 
have proved their necessit}-. The most ar- 
dent supporter of the playgrounds are the 
fathers and mothers of the children who 
use them. They are a boon to tired, har- 
assed mothers and they provide a 
safe 


outlet for the natural exuberance of 
youth. The city council should begin now 
to consider taking over the playgrounds 
next year so that the experiment made 
.this vear will not be lost.

policy to which the Mussolini regime has 
doggedly held firm for nearly a year in 
the face of great difficulties, most of the 
Italian business element has hailed the 
announcement with delight because it 
now furnishes the basis of a hope that 
there will come a breathing spell of sta- 
bility, thus giving Italian business a 
chance to protect itself.

by French 
Foreign Minister Aristide 


Briand to acquaint the American govern- 
ment of the wishes of France in negotiat- 
ing a bilateral agreement between the two 
countries to outlaw war. 


If it is nothing else, it is an indication of 


the extreme confidence placed in Ambas- 
sador Herrick by the nation with whom 
he has lived for so many years as our rep- 
resentative. His constant tact, his careful 
judgment, his sympathetic understanding, 
have all won the admiration and the re- 
spect of his diplomatic associates at the 
French capital. In this respect Ambassa- 
dor Herrick has been a constant and ef- 
fective worker for closer harmony and 
understanding between the two nations. 


This was nowhere so well demonstrat- 


ed as when Col. Lindbergh arrived at Par- 
I.- by aeroplane from Xcw York City. Am- 
bassador Herrick. by remaining with him 
constantly, enabled his flight to culminate 
in the finest influence toward internation- 
al amity. His counsel and advice, coupled 
of course with Col. Lindbergh's native 
•sincerity and tact, prevented Col. Lind- 
S-*rgh from spoiling, in even the slightest 
detail, the splendid impression he has 
created. 


Ambassador Herrick's new mission, 


this time to his home country, involves 
the interpretation of France's attitude on 
an important international question and 
certainly no one would be more fitted to 
interpret France to America. 


BUSINESS MEN NEEDED 


That business men are needed at the 


helm in the present state of world affairs, 
is stated bluntly by Owen D. Young, 
who recently headed the American dele- 
gation to the fourth general meeting of 
the International Chamber of Commerce 
at Stockholm. Sweden. His contention is 
that the world's ills are practically all eco- 
nomic and that the business man. after all. 
is best fitted to advise in the treatment 
and cure of the difficulties. 


"If the economic relationships are 


improved, political relations will 
take 


care of themselves, but if business men 
even-where are to aid in the solution of 
these problems, they must have a com- 
mon meeting place, an agency of cooper- 
ation, a common medium and a confer- 
ence." he declared, referring undoubtedly 
to the International Chamber of Com- 
merce which he was at the moment most 
interested in. 


And there is no doubt that the organi- 


zation is a factor in the new regime now 
being ushered in in international relation- 
ships, the regime of reason and common 
sense. Diplomatic expediency is giving 
way slowly but surely to the dictates of 
beneficial trade, old hatreds are being 
forgotten in the mutual respect of coop- 
erative effort and the world is progressing 
toward a finer spirit of service and misun- 
derstanding. 


In this movement the business man 


must, as Mr. Young well says, take the 
lead. It is he. with a clear eye to econom- 
ic values, who will clear the way. Courte- 
sy, efficiency, square dealing and alert- 
ness for an honest profit, the slogans of 
modern business, will themselves develop 
a better international feeling. The nations 
are more and more interdependent upon 
one another and it is time we learned to 
live together with the least friction and 
the greatest mutual benefit.

Father dicln' 
whip the boy. didn't even lose his temper or seem 
shocked, lie just talked to Johnny in a friendly wa> 
about the harm of smoking. 


Right here I must remark that there is a pro- 


nounced tendency on the part of the younger crim- 
inals of, the day. when they're caught and 
ar- 


raigned, to whimper: Oh, please don't whip us. Talk 
to us-. There's some good in every boy or girl if yoi 
will only appeal to it and be kind. Talk to us. old 
timers. 


Well, having delivered his lecture to Johnny on 


the evils of smoking, father manfully carried the 
thing through by going- out and getting two cigars— 
father himself was not a smoker—and insisting up- 
on Johnnie smoking with him. "We'll see how we 
like it." father remarked grimly. 


Here the story peters out. A very weak end. I 


call it. Our New Jersey correspondent finishes lame- 
ly.

Publication Issued by 


State Discusses Fish Life in 
Fox River 


Madison — OP) — The pointed condition 


ol many Wisconsin streajns Is cited 
by the state board of health and con- 
nervation commission in a. report cov- 
ering extensive surveys conducted 
over a two-year period. 


The- publication of 328 pages was 


prepared by tho bureau ot sanitary en- 
gineering: oC the state boaid ot health. 
and covers activities over a period of 
two years on the Fox, Wisconsin, 
Fiambeau, Sheboygan and Upper Mis- 
sissippi rivers. It Involves sanitary 
engineering', chemical and biological 
aspects of the problem of stream pollu- 
tion. 


The report is designed to become the 


basis for the installation of improved 
equipment in many industries to eli- 
minate objectionable stream pollution. 
It will also furnish a foundation for 
continuing studies in regard to pollu- 
tion of Wisconsin streams and inves- 
tigations of methods of treatment s of 
many industries that have not yet been 
similarly surveyed. 


SPEND SGOO.OOO 


This work was made possible by an 


appropriation of the 1925 legislature 
together with funbs and peisonel fur- 
nished by industry in cooperation with 
state officials. Industry in Wisconsin 
spent more than $000,000 in the last 
two years in installing approved 
equipment to reduce stream pollution. 
The whole work, according to the re- 
port, has been carried on in close co- 
operation with industry with a view of 
developing practical effective methods 
of controlling this serious condition, 
and has dealt primarily with the pea 
canning1 wastes and those fiom 
the 


pulp and paper industry. 


The 'report states^that, while condi- 


tions in the Fox river are favorable 
for fish life above Appleton, even the 
most resistant 
forms of fish cannot 


live during the critical summer roriocl 
in the stretch of river below Wrights- 
town to Green Bay. Critical conditions 
were found on the Wisconsin river in 
the stretch from Rothschild to, below 
Knowlton, and from Wisconsin Rapids 
to below Xekoosa. In the Flambeau 
river critical pollution existed immedi- 
ately below Park Falls. 


PROBE MISSISSIPPI 


Investigations on, the Mississippi 


river, which 
weie 
arranged 
for 


through an interim committee of the 
1925 
legislature and conducted under 


the immediate direction of the United 
States Public Health service in cooper- 
aion with the state of Minnesota and 
the cities of St. Paul and. Minneapolis, 
indicated gross pollution of the Missis- 
sippi caused 
by untreated • sewage 


from the metropolitan area of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. This pollution dele- 
teriously affected fish life and 
was 


found to exist as far down as Hast- 
ings, Minnesota. At Red Wing, where 
little additional pollution enters, there 
is some recovery, however, due to 
matural purification and dilution fur- 
nished by tributary streams. There is 
also a marked recovery of the stream 
from Red Wing through Lake Pepin 
to Winona, Minnesota. 


Investigations in regard to disposal 


of pea cannery wastes indicated that 
with the application 
of about 3>4 


pounds of ferrjus sulphate and 7 'A 
pounds of lime per thousand gallons 
of was'te, followed by satisfactory 
sedimentation, approximately 75 per 
cent purification can be secured, and 
at a nominal cost. The installation of 
suitable "saveSll" .equipment, the re- 
port says, will economically 
reduce 


the fibrous waste from the paper in-
